up volcanoes, und tho frightful pres- 
sures and heat of the earth's Interior. 
It Is the only building in tho world 
devoted exclusively to high pressures

"Wo shall huvo to deal in very 
high temperatures and pressures, and 
It mar cud by our all being blown up.

circular Issued by the Interstate com- 
merce commission, contains an admin- 
istrative ruling which Is of special In- 
terest both to tho railroads ami to the 
shipping public. In It tho commission 
(xprenses the opinion that "under tho 
law a carrier or a person or corpora- 
tion operating "a railroad 
or 
other 


transportation line cannot, as shipper 
over the lines of another carrier, be 
given any preference In the applica- 
tion of tariff rates on Interstate .ship-, 
rnents. 


"In oilier words, one carrier ship- 


ping Its fuel material or other sup- 
plies over tho line of another carrier 
must pay the legal tariff rales appli- 
cable to the same commodities ship- 
ped by an Individual. Tho commis- 
sion suggests that there may be some 
Instances, such ns tho movement of 
needed fuel, In which, In order to keep 
the trains or boats moving, such turf.T 
could be given preference 
In move- 


ment without creating unjust or un- 
warranted discrimination."

American war. He followed that with 
the- American Stoel & Wire, with $90,- 
000.000. capital, four mouths later. Tho 
iminuor in which (Jutes and Ellwood 
brought out this company Is character- 
istic of the man. On a telephone cull 
from Plttsburc they Jumped across 
Pennsylvania and bought a wlro mill 
at Sharon: then they went to Cleve- 
land and bought a $5,000,000 rolling 
mill, and tho next day they wero back 
In Now York to close a deal for tho 
purchase of another mill. 


The'Steel Merger. 


They picked up everything In sight, 


hurried to Chicago, and. within n 
week after tho opening of their cam- 
paign, they had tho whole company 
organized. This is tho way that Gates 
likes to do things. Gates and all his 
followers cleaned up fortunes In this 
flotation. 
The public nppotlto wns 


keen for Industrial stocks, especially

But They Are Smoked Only on Special 


Decisions. 


"A prominent tobacco Importer of 


this city was asked 
the other day 


whether there was anything extraor- 
dinary In tho gift of $2.05 cigars sent 
to King Edward VII. by Baron Roths- 
child, says tlio New York Poat. The 
baron, U appears. Is accustomed 
to 


send to tho British ruler a box of 
these expensive, "smokes" onco 
In 


every year. 


"That's not a record, prleo by any 


means," replied tho Importer. 


Ho produced a box of enormous 


cigars, rich brown In color, with fancy 
red bands around them. 
Those, ho 


uuld. retailed for four dollars apiece. 


"You can got them ns high ns five 


dollars." ho added. "Look at the Ha- 
vuna price list, here. You see tlila 
ono? It costs wholesale, without duty, 
$1.GO. The duty Is somewhere In the 
ntdghborhood wf 80 per cent. The 
clgur, when we get It, will sell for four 
dollars. Our profit, therefore; "will be 
more than 30 per cent. However, wo 


don't huvo enough domain! for such 
cigars to nmko a fortune on them. 


"Tho only tlmo anybody buys such 


a thing Is when ho wishes to give It 
away or to use It for some specially 
elaborate dinner. For 
Instance, tho 


other day a Wall street speculator had 
a birthday, and uevoral of his frlunds 
camo to mo and 
bought theso four 


dollar cigars to BCIK! to him. 
Each 


friend bought only one. Wo wrapped 
up tho cigars In fancy papor and put 
them In ornate, gilt-lettered boxes for 
shipment to tho speculator. I romum- 
her, too, a dinner given by a broker, 
at which n dozen of tho cigars woro 
distributed by tho host. 


"Tho uuesta at that dinner woro In 


hard luck. I know, for I saw tho ef- 
fects of a four dollar smoku on ono of 
my friends. 
I gavo him ono of tho 


clgarn and watched him burn It up. 
Tho feat roipilrod about two 
hours, 


and when ho wns through ho told mo 
he felt llko a wreck. Ho said he'd stop 
smoking altogether If ho hod to uso 
that sort of a clear regularly. No, U 
wasn't tho strength—tho high-priced 
onus usually are rathhor mild; It was 
the time consumed lu continually uuf- 


ting nawy at tho thing. Ordinarily 
oven tho most Inveterate smoker takes 
n rest between cigars. In this case 
there was no chance of stopping, un- 
less ho wished to miss-a part of tho 
treat." 


Tho four dollar clgur Is about eight 


or nlno Inchea long and proportionate- 
ly bulky. According to tho, dealer, Us 
vuluo dopvuds principally upon the 
length of tho tobacco leaf from which 
It has boon rolled, 


"Of course," he said, "the tobacco Irt 


of tho best quality, but 
quality In 


small leaves IB plentiful. The difficul- 
ty Is to find n loaf of Iho slzo required 
and of tho proper quality nt tho snmo 
time. 1 should say that tho loaf for 
thin cigar measured about two feet. 


"All 
tho finest clgara como 
from 


Cuba. Wo could gut long leaves up In 
Connecticut, but 
they 
wouldn't 
bo 


good enough. 1'vo no doubt that thoro 
IB much tobacco of big sizes lu tho 
East Indies, but thcro Is no country 
that rivals Cuba In the quality of Its 
tobacco crop. Undoubtedly tho Roths- 
child gift to King Edward came from 
there." 


Incidentally ho told of high-priced 


cigarettes, The most costly, -in 
ex- 


plained, was a domestic vari^y that 
sold for'$100 a thousand, or ten cents 
apiece. Thoro was no Imported ciga- 
rettes costing so much, ho uuld. - 


"Tho $100-a-thoiiBand sort," ho ex- 


plained, "docs not bring that price'be- 
cause of Intrinsic quality, but largely 
because of tho fancy box in which 
they nro packed. 
They aro larger in 


size than tho average, but not'even 
nn expert could detect n suporlorlty'In j 
quality over many, a cigarette'costing 
less than half uu much." .
